No. S.O. 736(E) dated 12 th July 2002, regarding the commodities specified 
in Coloumn (3) of the Schedule to that Order shall be packed in jute 
packaging material for supply or distribution, in such minimum percentage, 
as specified in the corresponding entries in Coloumn (4) of the said 
Schedule; 

And, whereas the Hon’ble High Court at Calcutta vide its order 
dated 27 th June, 2003 in A.P.O.T. No.665 of 2002 in W.P No. 1207 of 2002 
has directed the Central Government to maintain status quo ante to the 
passing of the said Order regarding the commodities specified in Column 
(3) of the said Order; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) 
of section 3 read with sub-section (1) of section 16 of the Jute Packaging 
Materials (Compulsory Use in Packing Commodities) Act, 1987 (10 of 
1987), and in supersession of the Order of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Textiles bearing No.S.0..736(E) dated 12 th July, 2002 published 
in the Gazette of India, Extra-ordinary, Part II, section 3, sub-section(ii) 
dated 12 th July, 2002 except as respects things done or omitted to be done 
before such supersession, the Central Government hereby directs that with 
effect from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette, 
the commodities specified in Column (2) of the Schedule below, shall be 
packed in jute packaging material, for supply or distribution, in such 
minimum percentage as specified in the corresponding entries in column (3) 
of the said Schedule upto 30 th June, 2004 or until further orders, whichever 
is earlier.

2. In case of any shortage in supply of jute packing material, the 
Ministry of Textiles may, in consultation with the user Ministry concerned, 
relax these provisions upto a maximum of twenty percent for foodgrains and 
sugar respectively.

3. Further in exercise of the' powers conferred by sub-section(l) of 
section 16 of the Jute Packaging Materials (Compulsory use in packing 
Commodities) Act, 1987 (10 of 1987), the Central Government hereby 
directs that the small consumer packs of ten kilograms and below and export 
packing in respect of foodgrains and sugar shall be exempted from the 
operation of this Order. 

4. “Sugar fortified with vitamins’’ shall be exempted from the purview of 
this Order.
